Joseph .B. Kealing former United 
States district attorney at Indianapolis, 
arrived tn Chicago today from Texas, 
where he looked after President Taft's 
interest in the recen; primaries and 
conventions, and reported to Chairman 
New, of the subcommittee on arrange- 
Ments for the convention that Taft and 
Roosevelt each have six instructed del- 
ezates from that state. while the re- 
maining 28 are contested. 

Chairman New reiterated his previ- 
ous declaration that no presidentia! 
candidate would be recognized in the 
distribution of convention tickets, but 
added that if Colonel Roosevelt came 
to Chicago and applied for a ticket in 
person he would provide him with a 
card of admission, tven if he had to 
give him his own seat, 

Colonel] New explained that in other 
conventions the national committee 
had never recognized candidates in 
issuing tickets. 

Four years ago 150 tickets were 
given to President Roosevelt, but none 
was issued for Mr. Taft. This year 
the committee has arranged for 150 
tickets to be given to President Taft 
for his friends, cabinet officers and 
government officials, but no provision 
has been made for the gupporters of 
Colonel Roosevelt. 

The request foy tickets was first 
made by Senator Dixon to Fred W. 
Upham, chairman of -the Chicago con- 
vention committee, and by him re- 
ferred to Colonel New. 

Ne Taft-Roosevelt Pictures. 

The question of what pictures should 
adorn the convention hall was settled 
today by Chairman Upham, who di- 
rected that the likenesses of neither 
President Taft nor Colonel Roosevelt 
should be used in the decorations.

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WILD AEROPLANE 
KILLS AND MAINS 


Airship, Operated by Turpin, 
Dashes Into Grandstand, 


Seattle, Wash., May 30.—While Avia- 
tor Clifford Turpin was flying down the 
field at the Meadows this afternoon at 
fifty miles an hour, an _ unidentified 
man ran across the track and would 
have been beheaded by the aeropalne 
had not the aviator turned upward 
and toward the grandstand.

TEDDY ROASTED 
BY GOV. HANLY 


Would Have Thrown U, S$, in 
War, He Says 


Ex-Governor of Indiana At- 
tracts a Large Crowd and 
Is Well Received — Bryan’s 
Nomination Predicted. 


Roosevelt, the bungiler, in such a 
crisis as President Taft faced in the 
Mexican trouble, backed by a powerful 
army and navy, would have cast this 
country into turmoil and war, leading 
to revolution and international con- 
flict, said ex-Governor Frank Hanly, of 
Indiana, last night. 

His remarks came during the course 
of his debate with Richmond Pearson 
Hobson on the question, ‘Resolved, 
That the United States should control 
the seas,’’ in which Congressman Hob- 
son defended his favorite side, the af- 
firmative, and Governor Hanly spoke 
on the negative. 

The famous sea-fighting member of 
the house of representatives had out- 
lined his views of the necessity for 
equipping this country with such a 
naval force that war would henceforth 
be out of the question. When Gov- 
ernor Hanly came to speak he said 
this would mean danger from the in- 
side as well as from foreign nations, 
with a man like Roosevelt in the white 
house. 

“The fighting man of nations,’”’ he 
said, “who is now seeking the presi- 
dency again, might have been in the 
supreme power during 
crisis. With a power like that, in the 
hands of a man like that, this country 
would have been devastated with war. 
His bungling hands would have tied 
knots in diplomacy which he would 
have tried to cut with his armies and 
navies. 

“Demanding the expenditure of 
great sums for war engines is mistak- 
ing jingo delirium for patriotism. We 
need no such power to protect the 
fionor of a nation which has pointed to 
the world the way to peace and free- 
dom, and which in many generations 
has been at war only two years with a 
foreign nation.” 

Severai other times during his debate 
the former governor and congressman, 
one of the foremost men in the coun- 
cils of state, paid his respects to the 
colonel, though not mentioning his 
name. After the debate had closed, he 
was ased about politics, 

“I ‘certainly hope.Mr. Taft will be 
nominated,” was all tip he said in re- 
gard to the republican situation. 

“On the other hand, [I think Mr. 
Bryan will get the democratic nomina- 
tion,” he added. 

Mr. Hobson had no comment on the 
race which just now is absorbing the 
attention of the country, and 
said that he thought Taft and 
‘Roosevelt were doing most of the 
“politicking” for the rest of the coun- 
try. 

The debate, was held under the aus- 
pices of the AlkKahest Lyceum system, 
for the benefit.of the Fifth regiment. 
Several hundred people attended. 

“Surrender the Monroe doctrine, or 
fight,” was the message brought by 
Mr. Hobson, who said that on the 
Untted States’ navy would depend the 
-peace of this hemisphere and the pres- 
ervation of the principles which she 
stood for. He pointed out the danger 
as wel] as the advantage of the Pan- 
ama canal, and said this country had 
a duty to protect ft.

Will Call Meeting. 

In order to acquaint the bond com- 
mission and the board of education 
with all the facts in regard to the 
néw schools which are going to pieces 
after having been in use but a few 
months, ¥. A. Quillian, chairman of 
the bond commission, will call a jeint 
meeting of the bond commission and 
the board of education for Monday 
morning in the mayor's office.

ticles which are little used. 
How It Works. 

A single change in classification may 
affect a thousand or more rates. The 
classes of freight are lettered A, B, C, 
D, and so on, and numbered Il, 2, 3, 4. 

If a rate between two given points 
in class A is $1 per hundred pounds, 
for class B it may be °0 cents; for class 
C it may be 75 cents, and so on; the 
same rule prevailing in the numbered 
classes. 

Therefore, when an article is taken 
out .- class C and put in class A, using 
the foregoing figures for example, tu6 
rate on that article betv-een the points 
in question is increased 33 1-3 per 
cent. 

The classification applies between 
all points where such article is han- 
dled; there may be a thousand stations 
or more to which it micht be shipped 
from any given point. 

So it will appear that whenever a 
change in classification is made in a 
single article, it involves a change in 
many hundreds of rates. 

There have been mad by the raltt- 
roads of the south just 690 of these 
changes in classification, in which the 
article wag put in a highe: class, In- 
volving an increase in the rate.

The new western classification, is- 
sued last January, and in which simi- 
lar increases were made, is now under 
suspension by the interstate commerce 
commission, and the suspension has 
been extended to December. :

shown in the civi] war, but also by 
their careers and their whole attitude 
in the war ang after the war, have 
taught us lessons which we should ap- 
ply to ourselves in civil life.

as in war.

Systems on the Central 
Georgia Will Be Greatly 
Extended. 


The Central of Georgia is extending 
its system for dispatching trains by 
telephones, and a large order for 
equipment has just been placed with 
the Western Electric Company. 

The division to be equipped by the 
present order extends from Atlanta 
to Macon, a distance of 105 miles. Part 
of this division, from Macon to Bol-

block to block telephone system, but 
this is to be converted and the new 
selective system installed. 

This type of equipment makeg use of 
what is known technically as a ‘‘se- 
lector,” so designed that when properly 
adjusted it will respond only to cer- 
tain electrical signals which are oper- 
ated by the train. dispatcher. The 
latter can signal any one of the 
Stations at which these selectors are 
located without disturbing any of the 
others on the same line.

ALEX SMITH HITS 
JUDICIAL REFORM 


Criticises Initiative, Referen- 
dum and Recall Before the 
State Bar Association. 


Savannah, Ga., May 30.—At the open- 
ing session of the convention of the 
Georgia Bar Association at Tybee to- 
day, Alex W. Smith, of Atlanta, presl- 
dent of the organization, read his an- 
nual address, taking for his topic, 
“Signs of the Times.” His first ref- 
erence was to socialism and its growth 
in America. He said it has happened 
that the radical reformer who stood 
still on any given’ proposition has 
found himself an old fogy, conserva- 
tive by comparison with some of those 
who derided him most  caustically 
when he first took his position. 

Dealing with the question of trusts, 
the president declared that the great- 
est corrective of evil practices in big 
business is publicity, he thought it a 
good idea to have corporate accounts 
standardized, as railroad accounts 
have been. Such information as-could 
be gained in this way would admit 
the working out of conservative meas- 
ures for protecting trade and correct- 
ing evils. 

The president declared unequivocally 
against the initiative, referendum and 
recall, declaring that !t would influ- 
ence the judiciary to decide cases as 
they thought the majority wished them 
decided. He said: 

“A necessary consequence of this 
false reasoning is to expect the courts 
to change their decisions to conform 
with “the changing political views 
which are so common in the Hfe of a 
republict” 

If this continues the authority of 
the .courts will inevitably decline to 
the vanishing point. The independence

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[AUTHOR OF REGISTRATION LAW 
APPROVES SLATON PROPOSAL — 


The plan for a permanent registra- 
tion of Georgia’s voters, urged by Hon. 
John M. Slaton, president of the state 
senate and candidate for governor, is 
heartily and cardially approved by 
Hon. Claude C. Smith, former repre- 
sentative from Campbell county, a 
well-known supporter of Governor 
Hoke Smith and one of the authors of 
the present registration and primary 
laws of this state. 

“T heartily favor permanent regis-' 
tration in Georgia,” said Mr. Smith in 
an interview today. “Every man 
whose qualificatiohs come within the 
specific requirements of tle constitu- 
tion, should be allowed to have his 
name entered on a permanent registra- 
tion list, where it should remain until 
removed for cause. 

“Georgia's present registration laws 
are the best she has ever had, conati- 
tuting as they do a marked advance, 
yet the need of a permanent registra- 
tion law is apparent to all who have 
studied the question. 

“In my opinion the _ registration 
books should be open at all times for 
the enrollment of voters. From time 
to time the registrars could transfer 
names to the permanent roll. 

“Much criticism has been directed 
against the present requirement of 
registration six months in advance of 
the election, because of the failure of 
some good men to register, and some- 
times through no fault of the citizen. 
In amending the present law, the s!x 
months provision should be retained 
and registration made permanent sub- 
ject to removal for causé, such as 
death, removal from county or state, 


failure to pay taxes or eonvietion of 
certain crimes. 

“As it has been proven es ceosviinas 
that comparatively few negroes regis- 
ter, there is no longer any reason why 
Georgia should not have a permanent 
registration law. Registered negroes 
are too few in number and’ the possi- 
bility of their increasing is too remote 
to cause our citizens the trouble of 
continually registering, and sometime, 
,j when too late, finding out they are 
not registered. 

“When a citizen fulfills.all the quali- 
fications of a voter the path to the 
ballot box shovld be made as easy 
as possible A permanent registra- 
tion list will meet all the objections 
to the present six months provision, 
and is needed to perfect the present 
law. 

“The six months provision which 
keeps out illegal votes, and which I 
consider the greatest safeguard ever 
thrown around the honest voter, was 
not hastily written, nor arbitrarily 
chosen. Georgia has had seven consti- 
tutions, and every one beginning with 
the first in 1777, down to the last in 
1877, has required at least six months’ 
residence as a prerequisite to voting. 
The constitutional amen@ment of 1908 
added as another requisite the pay- 
ment of taxes six months before vot- 
ing. ° 
e By retaining the six months provi- 
sion which is embodied in every con- 
stitution Georgia has had, keeping the 
registration. books open af all times 
and making the registration list per- 
manent, subject to removal of a name 
for cause, Georgia will have the most 
logical and perfect registration-law of 
any state in the union.” 
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MANY RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 
STATE SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF 


The report of the board of visitprs 
appointed by Governor Joseph M. 
Brown to inspect the state school for 
the deaf at Cave Spring was filed with 
the governor yesterday by the commit- 
tee composed of C. M. Methvin, chair- 
W. F. Crusselle, secretary; B. H. 
Hardy, John C, Reese, E. B. Mathews 
and Graham Forrester. 

The report shows that conditions at 
the school are, generally speaking, 
good, but makes a number of recom- 
mendations as to needed improve- 
ments; it commends what has been 
well done, and criticises where criti- 
cism seems proper. 

The board visited the school May 24. 
The only criticism made as to the ne- 
quarters was that the beds are 
worn out and should be discarded. 

The general condition of the build- 
ings and grounds was pronounced 
quite acceptable. A number of minor 
improgements were recommended.

The board 
did not presume to dispose of the oral 
method, but merely pointed out that 
the question is one worthy of careful 
study and consideration 

The board cordially approves. of the 
bill now pending before the legislature 
providing for the education of the deaf, 
but thinks such children should be al- 
lowed admission where the oral method 
is to be taught, aS young as 4 years.

Dye Tht DIM 


He First Tut Wi Mankind How 
to Fly 


After Suffering for Days From 
Typhoid Fever, the Inventor 
of the Aeroplane Passes at 
His Home in Dayton, Ohio. 
Sketch of His Career. 


Dayton, Ohio, May 30.—Following a8 
grim battle against hopeless odds, 
Wilbur Wright, Dayton’s noted bird- 
man, died at 3:35 this morning of ty- 
phoid fever. Death came after the 
distinguished patient had lingered for 
days and nights in the throes of a4 
burning fever. 

Taken ill with typhoid fever several 
weeks ago, Wright had been lingering 
on the border_for many days, and 
though his condition from time to time 
gave some hopes to members of his 
family, the attending physicians main- 
tained throughout the latter part of 
his illness that he could nwt recover. 

As death approached all members of 
his family gathered at the bedside, in- 
cluding his aged father, Bishop Milton 
Wright; Miss Catherine Wright, Cr- 
ville, the co-inventor of the aeroplane; 
Reuchlin Wright and Lorian Wright. 

Grew Stronger and Then Died. 

The most alarming symptoms in Mr. 


| Wright's sickness developed yesterday 


thortly before noon, when his fever 
suddenly mounted from 104 up to 106 
and then quickly subsided to its for- 
mer stage. At this juncture of the 
crisig the patient was seized with chills 
and the attending physicians were 
baffled by the turn of events. The 
condition of the aviator remained un- 
changed throughout the rest of the 
cay, and there was no material change 
until last midnight. Then Mr, Wrigkt 
began to show some improvement and 
the watchers at his bedside were en- 
couraged. Shortly afterwards, how- 
ever, the patient took a sudden turn 
for the worse and his principal physi- 
cian, Dr. D. B. Conklin, was called. 
The doctor arived at 3:45 and learned 
that Mr. Wright had breathed his last 
a few minutes before. 

Mr. Wright was taken ill May 4, 
while on a business trip to the east. 
On that day he returned to Dayton 
from Boston and consulted Mr. Conk- 
lin, the family physician. He went to 
bed immediately, but it was several 
days before his case was definitely 
diagnosed as typhoid. Throughout the 
early part of his illness Mr. Wright 
believed he was suffering as a result 
of some fish he had eaten at a Boston 
hotel. 

Story of Wright's Career. 

A narrative of Wilbur Wright's ca- 
reer is the story of a man who fol- 
lowed the light of his dreams and con- 
trived a machine for aerial navigation 
that stands out spectacularly among 
the wonders of a century of inven- 
tions. 

Wilbur Wright, with his brother, 
Orville, dreamed of building a craft 
that would dart through the air with 
the speed of a hawk, that would defy 
the storm, that would transform the 
art of warfare and revolutionize meth- 
ods of transportation. In the nine 
years. that followed their first suc- 
cessful test at Kitty Hawk, N. C., they 
have seen their aeroplane driven more 
than two miles up into space, have 
heard the purr of their machines as 
they whirled on their way across the 
continent, and have watched great. 
crowds stand aghast in anticipation as 
a graceful biplane soared threatening 
over the fighting mast of a giant war- 
ship which might have been sent ca- 
reening to destruction by a bomb from 
the tiny machine hovering above it. 

When death smote Wilbur, he and 
his \brother still were dreaming of 
further achievements, their chief in- 
terest being centered in the making 
of a machine that would possess great- 
er stability and increased carrying 
power. , 

It was while Wilbur was in high 
schoo] at Richmond, Ind., and Dayton, 
Ohio, that the brothers began making 
definite plans for an aeroplane. A few 
years later they embarked in the bi- 
cycle s@ling and repairing. business at 
Dayton. In their shops they found 
plenty of opportunity for experiments, 
and- when a gasoline engine Was per- 
fected in the automobile’s rapid strides, 
they saw a dawning light. 

The First Air Machine. 

In 1902 the brothers had built their 
first air machine, and in 1903 they went 
to a remote section near Kitty Hawk, 
N. C., where they could try out their 
invention. With Orville Wright in the 
Wilbur and his mechanic wit- 
nessed the first successful flight ot a 
heavier-than-cir machine. The story 
reached the world, but the brothers, 
characteristically silent, kept mum 
until two years later, when at Dayton, 
Ohio, Orville Wright made the first 
long-distance flight. 

This was the beginning of the end 
of their struggles. »The machine was 
patented throughout Europe and both 
trothers were forced to tour the con-

It is much to be re- 
gretted that this magnificent breed 
were allowed to pass from us, True, 
it is that American Dominiques are‘ 
bred in this country today, but not 
the old Dominique, that the old peo- 
ple remember. I have a very indis- 
tinct recollection of them. Il remem- 
ber that there was such a breed, and 
that they were bred by some of the 
planters, who did not allow their ne- 
groes to have any other cowss on the 
plantations. Il remember tha they 

were as hardy as an oak, that they 
had the energy to provide for and 
take care of themselves. They were 
great foragers, and roamed over the 
entire place with almost as much lib- 
erty as Was given the turkeys. I have 
read of them, that they were exten- 
sively bred in Virginia some years beé- 
fore the confederate war.

The Great American Dominique. 


As to the American Dominique they 
are undoubtedly the oldest of all 
American breeds, and were extensively 
and profitably bred in the north before 
any of the other American breeds cameé 
into existence. No one knows how or 
when they were originated, like the 
Rhode Island Reds, their origin stands 
out as an unsolved enigma. They are 
free from any Asiatic characteristics. 
They were here when old Shanghai 
made his appearance. They have never 
been caught with a feathered leg, nor 
an ytendency to have a straight comb. 
As far back as they can be traced 
they were scattered all over the coun- 
try, north and south, before the west 
was discovered. It is somewhat sin- 
gular that this breed were very nearly 
alike in all sections of the United 
States. Like the unknown facts in the 
history of most of the Amerioan breeds, 
several ,men have appeared in print 
who were “absolutely sure” that they 
have figured out their origin, but the 
others who ‘felt sure” that their 
theories were correct, differed so radi- 
cally from the others that at a glance 
you could plainly discover that all of 
their theories were based almost en- 
tirely on guess work. Of all the opin- 
ions that I have read concerning the 
history of these fowls the following 
seems to me to be the most reason-
